Free Advice on How to Spend Your 
Money 


Like almost everything else, expert 
knowledge helps one in spending his 
money; that is, of course, to spend it in 
the manner best adapted to give him the 
most possible benefit and the largest 
saving. Comparatively few people 
realizé the benefits of a well-prepared 
budget, what it would mean in their in- 
dividual or family affairs, according to 
Miss S. Agnes Donham, executive sec- 
retary of the department of education of 
the Association for the Promotion and 
Protection of Savings. Miss Donham, 
who is one of the best-known budget ex- 
perts in New England, is giving free ad- 
vice this month in six Boston savings 
banks, as a feature of the service which 
the association is furnishing to the banks 
— savings, national, co-operative and 
trust companies. 

Miss Donham and her assistant, Miss 
Sara L. Oller, are having some very in- 
teresting experiences in carrying on this 
pioneer work in free public advice on 
budgets to “individuals. They regard 
their work as confidential and ask for no 
names or other embarrassing informa- 
tion. Already they have made up bud- 
gets for people having widely varied 
incomes — from $450 a year in the case 
of one woman to $16,000 for one family. 

Their particular effort is to help 
people stop leaks in the family income 
by laying out their financial programme 
far in advance and sticking to it. In 
this way they will be able to help the 
person concerned to savé the amount he 
sets out to lay by. As there is no hard 
and fast rule to go by in budgeting — 
nothing like the old saying of one- 
fourth of your income for rent — bud- 
gets must be made up for individual 
cases. Usually people are asked how 
much they desire to save the coming year 
then, starting with that amount fixed, 
the budget is worked out. The greatest 
trouble seems to have come from the 
hit-or-miss system under which many 
people conduct their own _ personal 
financial affairs. An example of the 
value of a budget was found in the case 
of a young married man, his wife and 
three children, living reasonably well 
and saving about half their income of 
$2100. They are paying for their home 
and have half the debt out of the way 
now. Others with several times as 
much income showed no idea of plan- 
ning expenditure and were letting their 
money slip through their fingers with 
little or nothing to show for it at the 
eid of the year. 

The association undertook this work 
because of the economic conditions 
existing, conditions which call for wise 
expenditures and systematic savings by 
everyone, not only to help the individual 
but to assist the Government in its 
post-war financing, and to keep busi- 
ness going and people employed. At 
the same time it is pointed out that 
saving must not be carried too far — 
that comfort, right living, education and 
a reasonable amount, of pleasure are 
necessities of life; that “life is not made 
for savings but savings are made that 
life may be more abundant.” 

Miss Donham describes a budget as a 
plan for the use of money and says that 
to adopt one means intelligent spending, 
better living conditions, a larger share 
of the things that make life broader and 
more worth living, and increased savings. 

Would a budget by another name be 
as effective, one might ask—and he will 
find his answer in the Scriptures, in the 
writings of Dickens and elsewhere in 
ancient documents and stories. The 


old-time writers knew not of budgets as 


such but some of them saw the value of 
accurate planning of the individual and 
family expenditures months in advance. 
“If we turn back to the time of Pro- 
verbs (Nineteenth Chapter, Four- 
teenth Verse),”’ said Miss Donham, “‘we 
see that ‘A prudent wife is from the 
Lord,’ and certainly no one would wish 
to dispute the fact that we have the 
same feeling in regard to the prudent 
wife of today. The thirty-first chapter 
of Proverbs describes very clearly the 
esteem of that time for the qualities 
which were desirable in women. For 
the sake of bringing our subjects to- 
gether and applying them under the 
general heads which home economics 
workers are at present using, I have 
taken the liberty to rearrange the order 
in which these various qualities are 
summed up. 


“Let us consider first the question of 
management. The proverbial woman is 
a woman of the home; the writer has 
said: ‘The heart of her husband safely 
trusts her.’ Does that not mean that 
he expected her to manage his house- 
hold; that he trusted to her the direc- 
tion of the household; the care of the 
children and the care of the family 
finances; that he trusted her judgment 
as well as her intuition, and frequently 
took her advice on business? He also 
says: ‘She considereth a field «ind 
buyeth it, with the fruit of her hands 
she planteth a vineyard.’ Evidently 
her judgment was of value in the choice 
of shelter. 

“For some time it seemed to me that 
there was no indication of the fact that 
the ideal woman of this chapter of 
Proverbs had any care as to the op- 
erating details of her household, but as 
I read that ‘She perceiveth that her 
merchandise is good; her candle goeth 
not out by night. She looketh well to 
the ways of her household and eateth 
not the bread of idleness,’ I became 
sure that the use and cost of fuel, light 
and water, and the methods by which 
her work was done, the details of small 
operating costs and supplies were not 
beneath her.” 

Mr. Micawber in David Copperfield 
said: Annual income £20; annual ex- 
penditure, £19-19-6; result, happiness. 
Annual income, £20; annual expendi- 
ture, £20-6; result, misery.” 

The eagerness with which people 
have sought information from Miss 
Donham and her assistant, Miss Oller, 
thus far, in constantly increasing num- 
bers, shows that the service is appre- 
ciated. The American Bankers Asso- 
ciation is showing more and more. in- 
terest in home economics work by 
banks, several of which in the West and 
in New York State already have es- 
tablished budget departments. 


Tendencies in Fall Millinery 


Fall millinery shows a marked ten- 
dency toward front trimming and an 
increased width in brims at the front 
and sides, the Dry Goods Economist de- 
clares. 

There is a decided movement toward 
increased size in flat-rimmed  sailcr 
shapes and rolled brim sports hats. 

Cloche brims are represented in large 
picture hats of velvet with crown de- 
corated in hand-made wool or leather 
flowers. 

Shapes with long lines from front to 
back are offered in contrast to the ex- 
treme width at the sides which was so 
prominent a note in the spring and sum- 
mer millinery. 

Tricornes are again offered in many 
novel forms. One‘of the smartest of 
these is developed in black hatter’s 
plush with cleft brim shaped into a tri- 
corne and bound with narrow silver 
ribbon. Silver ornaments at each side 
add an individual note. 

Bicornes are good in styles that roll 
directly off the face with trimming of 
glycerined ostrich or peacock falling 
over the high brim in a fringe effect. 

Indications are that hatter’s plush, 
velvet, panne, felt and beaver will be 
the favored materials for winter hats. 

Toques of wide moire ribbon and nar- 
row grosgrain ribbon figure conspicu- 
ously among the sports models. Most 
attention, however, is centered up 
colored felts for real sports wear.

The world is full of 
pity at this time for the ‘rich’? men of 
1917, 1918, 1919 and 1920, whose for- 
tunes are now crumbling, but again why 
pity here? Did they ever earn the mon- 
ey they accumulated, and did they ever 
get it except because under the stress of 
the times the public had to pay? No- 
body need fear about the adjustment of 
all of these conditions, as time does its 
work. History tells us that of the great 
fortunes made in the Civil War, hardly a 
single one could be fgund five years after, 
the few exceptions being so few as to 
prove the general statement. 

Probably no people are suffering so 
much in the present depression as those 
who have been looked upon as very rich. 
In some cases genuine hardships, un- 
deserved, serious, worthy of pity, are to 
be found. In many cases, alas, the very 
rich, and those who became members 
of the new rich, silk shirt, limousine, 
modern profiteering type, —all are 
today reaping exactly what they sowed. 
It is a pretty toughcrop, but it does not 
require quite as much maudlin sympathy 
as is so easily indulged in when a big man 
tumbles or a big group becomes idle.

A few boughs for decorative purposes 
snatched hastily just before leaving the 
swamp will suffice. Thrushes and cat- 
birds are most generous with their songs 
—and toward night the mosquitoes 
tune up like a full symphony orchestra. 

Occasionally a voice is heard, but so 
dense is the underbrush that a person 
ten feet away would beindistinguishable. 
Woe to those who haven’t a “bump of 
locality” !

Fight Against Apple Pests Shown in 
Moving Pictures 

Many of the insects and fungi that 
prey upon deciduous fruits in American 
orchards are exposed to view in ‘‘King 
Apple’s Enemies,’’ a new one-reel mo- 
tion picture recently released by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The picture will be circulated 
through the department’s system of film 
distribution, in which preference is 
given to agricultural extension and field 
workers, but which also provides as far 
as possible for the requests of other users 
of educational films. Copies may be 
bought for about $40 each by author- 
ized institutions.

Frazier Hunt, writing in the August 
number of ‘“Hearst’s International,” 
has many things to tell us of the real 
Siberia of which, I venture to say, most 
of us have no knowledge.

A composite picture of 
the average person’s idea of Siberia. 

“Take a country roughly 4,000 miles 
long and a thousand or two deep, with 
millions upon millions of smiling acres, 
the most valuable gold mines, in the 
world and more miles of navigable rivers 
than even America has, and mix with 
virgin forests yet untracked, and coal 
and ore and platinum and _ precious 
mines, and what’s the result?

“The last great frontier of the white 
man,” someone has cal‘ed this land of 
undreamed-of miles and uncalculated 
wealth, And it is a land for white men, 
a half-world that will help to conquer 
the rest of the world. If there ever was 
a country worth fighting for it is this 
Siberia that we are talking about. 
That’s what the little men of Japan 
think. And that’s what a determined 
handful of white men, fighting a long 
fight, battling for almost a lost cause 
in their frozen hills of eastern Siberia 
think.”

Since graduation he has been a success- 
ful teacher at New Hampshire State 
Normal School at Keene, City Agri- 
cultural Club Leader of Keene, N. H., 
County Club Leader, Merrimac Coun- 
ty, N. H., and State Club Leader for 
New Hampshire. Mr. Mostrom is mar- 
ried and will move to Danvers at once, 
taking up his work at the School on 
August Ist.

To Enter Mass. Agricultural College: 

Joseph Cassano of Groveland, who 
graduated in the Class of 1920, is going 
to enter the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College this fall. He has been very suc- 
cessful in his agricultural work during 
and since graduation. It is not gener- 
ally known that arrangements have 
been made by which graduates from the 
County Agricultural School may enter 
Massachusetts Agricultural College up- 
on certificate. 


Enrollment; 

More than 100 students have applied 
for admission to the entering class.

Already several agen- 
cies, cooperating with the Massachu- 
setts Agricultural College, are attempt- 
ing to solve some of these problems. The 
Essex County Agricultural School is 
also cooperating with the Essex County 
Farm Bureau in contributing financial- 
ly and otherwise to this effort.

If China and Russia Shouid Be- 
come the World’s Workshop 


“Tf China and Russia could be drawn 
upon for their man power in manufac- 
turing we would have not an eight-hour 
but an eight-cent working day,” de- 
clared a New York banker. 

“Before the war, Americans, Eng- 
lishmen, Germans and Scandinavians 
owned factories in. Russia. A good 
German automobile was built in Russia 
by Russian labor. An American sewing 
machine, an American airbrake, and 
American harvesting machinery were 
built in Petrograd and Moscow factories. 
A great rubber factory was operated by 
Englishmen. 

“The Russian factory hand was able 
and industrious and Russian skilled lc: 
bor was not to be sneezed at. Wages 
were very low. 

“None of the things manufactured by 
the foreigners wes sold outside Russia 
because great Russia consumed them all. 

“But the day may come when for- 
eigners will draw upon the man power 
of Russia for factory production for a 
large part of Europe. And if that das 
ever does come, the Russian workman, 
with his low standard of living, will turn 
his country into the workshop of Eur- 
ope. 

“The same possibility exists in regard 
to China. If the Chinaman can ever be 
coaxed to the workbench and if he re- 
mains satisfied with his present standard 
of living, he will give even the Russian a 
race for his money.”—August “Hearst's 
International.”

EDUCATION HIS LIFE WORK 


World Owes Much to Horace Mann, 
Real Leader in the Improve- 
ment of Schools. 

Horace Mann, the founder of co 
education, was the originator of the 
bill bearing date April 19, 1837, where- 
by a state board of education was 
created in Massachusetts. Mann was 
a lawyer, a reformer and a philanthro- 
pist, and was instrumental in having 
the board revise the school laws and 
to reorganize the common-school sys- 
tem of the state. Of this board he 
was made secretary at a salary of 
$1,000 a year, and for twelve years 
he devoted all his time to the cause, 
often against the most bitter opposi- 
tion. This was the great work of his 
life, for the work begun under his 
leadership was not confined to Massa- 
chusetts, but affected the whole Uni- 
ted States and led to the free public 
schoo) system as it |s known today. 
These reforms were instituted chief- 
ly through his annua! reports, of which 
there are twelve volumes, which are 
now considered as classics, being re- 
printed in Europe and circulated 
throughout this country. In place of 
the district, Mann sought to restore 
the more centralized control of the 
town, which would give a broader pub- 
lic support, a greater freedom from 
factional quarrels, a better financial 
basis, a better prepared and remun- 
erated staff of teachers and a better

In 1664, after the English con- 
quest of New Netherlands, the 
duke of York sold the southern 
portion to Lord Berkeley and Sir 
George Carteret. The latter had 
won some distinction as gover- 
nor of the little island of Jersey 
in the English channel, and it 
was in his honor that the new 
province came to be called New 
Jersey. The eastern portion, 
that about Newark, was settled 
by Carteret and the territory to 
the southwest, where Burlington 
and Trenton now stand, fell to 
Berkeley. After a few years 
Berkeley sold his share to a 
party of Quakers and two dis- 
tinct provinces were formed, 
called East and West Jersey. 
They were reunited, however, in 
1702, and became a single prov- 
ince under the direct rule of the 
English crown.

and 700 feet long will conduct steam 
pipes and electric conduits to an im- 
mense new building which is now being 
constructed beside the tracks of the 
Boston and Maine railroad. 

The new structure by the railroad, 
which may be either a warehouse or a 
fsctory, has huge dimensions. It is 
197 feet long and 123 feet wide, and will 
have an extension at right angles along 
the railroad track that will be seventy- 
three feet long, and thirty-five feet wide. 
The height will be five stories, not in- 
cluding a monitor roof, which will add 
another half-story. This monitor roof 
will supply ventilation and light to the 
building. 

The structure is of concrete, but will 
have brick panels, and when finished 
will be absolutely fireproof. 

Almost beside this great building 
and at the point where the Boston and 
Maine railroad crosses Haverhill street, 
a new railroad station is fast approach- 
ing completion. It will be a regular 
passenger station for the use of the 
people of Shawsheen village. The out- 
side of the station will be of ordinary 
pavement brick. The interior will be 
laid in white tile and buff colored brick. 
In front of the station will be two plat- 
forms, 375 feet long. 

Since brick stairways will lead under 
the tracks, there will be no need of 
crossing the railroad. Thus a possible 
source of danger is eliminated. 

The goods produced inthe village 
factories will be shipped from the new 
depot. For this purpose there will bea 
side track 1000 feet long that can ac- 
commodate twenty cars. 


Heat Stops Work on Dance Hall
